REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

teach the claimed permanent magnet rotary electric machine including, inter aha, a magnetic 
circuit means comprising a cylindrical portion around which the inductor rotor is disposed and a 
base portion around which the field coil is wound, with the cylindrical portion and base portion 
contiguous. In particular, Akemakou does not have a magnetic circuit means comprising a 
contiguous cylindrical and base portions since the rotor 205 is between outer stator 201 and inner 
stator211 (Figs.3-4).
